In  addition  to  real  property  situated  in  San  Francisco  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  various  commissions ,  boards  and  departments,  the  report 
covers  He ten  Hetchy  Water  Supply  property  located  in  Tuolumne,  Mariposa, 
Stanislaus,  San  Joaquin,  Alameda  and  San  Mateo  Counties;    Water  Department 
property  located  in  Alameda,  Santa  Clara  and  San  Mateo  Counties;    and  the 
San  FrancisGO  Airport,  Hassler  Health  Home ,  Sharp  Park  and  City  cemetery 
property  located  in  San  Mateo  County.     As  title  to  the  site  for  the  proposed 
new  county  jail  in  San  Mateo  County  will  be  acquired  by  the  City  after  June 
3O,  1932,  this  land  has  not  been  included  in  the  report. 

As  regards  real  property  not  in  use,  every  effort  is  being  made  to 
rent  or  lease  such  property.    On  account  of  the  depressed  condition  of  the 
real  estate  market  only  a  few  parcels  have  been  sold.     There  are  a  number 
of  unused  parcels  of  land  in  San  Francisco  which  might  be  sold  when  the  real 
estate  market  becomes  normal.
